Piu* X I, the Pope of Peace, lay at rest 


today on a simple brass bed iii the 


Vatican Palace as tne Christian world i 


mourned his passing. 
In solemn majesty, the age-old ritual 
that 
accompanies 
the 
passing 
of a 
Pontiff and the election of his succes­ 
sor began the moment Pope Pius’ with­ 
ered hand fell upon his coverlet at 5.31 
o'clock 
t Ii is 
morning 
(11.31 
p. 
rn. 
Thursday, E. S. T.) and a murmured 
blessing brought to its end a life that 
began almost 82 years ago. 
"Je su s and M ary" were alm ost the 
last words Blat passed Ii is ashen lips. 
Then cam e the murmured breath of a 
prayer for "peace to the world, peace," 
and life passed from his body. 
The sun that rose this morning over 
the eternal city looked down upon a 
spectacle of sadness and mourning. 
Flags were at half-mast throughout 
the Vatican state and the city of Rome, 
and while continuous masses were said 
in the chapel adjoining the bedroom I 
where 
the Pontiff died, the muffled J 
bells of St. Peter's pealed a death knell. 
Countless 
hundreds 
of 
devout 
streamed to the ancient church in a 
silence as profound as death itself. 
’I housands upon thousands thronged 
outside 
the 
gates 
of Vatican 
City, 
among them students at the various 
Pontifical 
universities 
which 
were 
closed for mourning. 
Throughout the day, a steady pro­ 
cession of automobiles carrying high 
dignitaries of the church wound their 
way through the crowded streets to 
the palace. 
Suspension of all positions in the 
hierarchy 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church, the first of the many rites a t ­ 
tendant upon the death of a Pope, in 
itself symbolized the void so suddenly 
created by the passing of the 81-year- 
old Pontiff who for so long had fought 
against the enemies of Christianity and 
against death itself. 
All the functions of the Holy See 
were 
entrusted 
to Cardinal 
Pacelli. 
who 
himself yielded his position as 
pupal secretary of 
state 
to become 
cham berlain 
of 
the 
Holy 
Roman 
Church. The only one to retain power 
was Cardinal Laurl, the Penitenziario 
Maggiore, or chief 
Vatican 
shriver, 
who will officiate at final rites at the 
bier. 
As Cardinal Canali intoned the m ass 
in the papal chapel only a few feet 
from where Plus lay with a tiny gold­ 
en crucifix clutched in his thin hands 
and a silken veil over his face, a n ­ 
nouncement was made that the P o n ­

Until that hour, it will remain iii
